Placed In a narrow, but fertile valley

enclosed by Inhospitable deserts having a
population active and Industrious, who,
whiie not east off from Intercourse with
other nations, were of necessity thrown close
together, and fixed ;ln residence, from the
natural richness of the country being alwayt
able to support a large class who did not
depend on immediate exertion for subsistence
possessing thus, then prime requisites of
civilization, close population,1 fixedness of
abode, and wealth, we should expect Egypt
to bare arrived at a high state of cultivation.
So it was In fact. ... Every new source of in
formation on this subject, opened up to us,
confirms the opinion, that she was not only
among the earliest, bnt among the most ad
vanced of the nations of the Ancient World.
Before the Hellenic tribes-occupie- the
shores of the Meditterranean; when Western
Europe, was inhabited only by a few rude
and scattered tribes; its lands untitled; its
seat tin traversed j its geographical position
almost unknown, a refined and scientific peo-

ple, in the valley of the Nile, enjoyed tbe
blessings of high social and political civiliza-

tion.' Proud of her antiquity and wisdom,
Egypt said to Greece, Ye Greeks are but
children; nowhere among you is there a
knowledge of Antiquity. ' You have no an-

cient belief; no wisdom grown venerable by
age." Greece never disputed thehigh claims

of the venerable Egypt, There, ber wisest

sages, ber s, and poets were accus-

tomed to repair, and deemed their education
imperfect, if they bad not visited tbe sacred

temples at Memphis and at Thebes. So of
Thalct, Pythagorai, Plato, and other eminent
men of ancient Greece, repaired to Egypt at
to tbe primal fount of wisdom. To it, the
Greeks saidi they were indebted for the first

rudiments of their mathematical and physi
cal sciences. As In India, and even more

exclusively to in Egypt, all scientific know-

ledge was confined to tbe sacred caste; not
merely astronomy and mathematics, but
printing, sculpture, and medicine. How far
they may have advanced In these several

branches, we may not know with certainty.
Of this we are assured that their scientific

knowledge was nottuerior to that of Greece.

Though the philosophers of the latter coun-

try ever mentioned Egypt with gratitude and
veneration, it is not to be tupjiosod, that
Greece wnj therefore inferior to tbo more

anciently civilized country. Of some very

elementary parts of mathematics, the Egypt-

ians, we know were Ignortnt, nnd in this
branch of pure tcfeuce, (lie Greeks made de-

cided progress.

Tbe Egyptians mutt have been very early
acquainted with the science of astronomy.
This science, from its connexion with life,

agriculture, and commerce, from the changes
in the appearance of tbe heavens, and in the
season, early attracts the attention of a peo

ple in any degree cultivated. Dependent so

much as tbey were upon the inundations of
their river, an early attention to astronomy,
was forced upon the- Egyptians. Their
Pyramids were built wilb reference to tbe
four cardinal points of tbe compass, nod bear
other indications of their acquaintance with
the phenomena of tbe heavens. On tbe
mighty temple at Dcndera, in Upper Egypt,

a complete Zodiac was sculptured. We have
accounts of eclipses observed about the time

of the settlement of Egypt in Cnnnan. Be-

fore this, probably some hundreds of years,

their Pyramids had been reared, and the
Scriptures tepretcnt them as a highly culti
vated people. Tbe astronomical divisions of
the year were known to them. They dis

covered the planets. They knew that the
meon turns on its axis as she revolves rounct

the earth, and they' calculated t''t her mass

must be to that of the earth, a-- .c ne to seventy
two. They invented also, an instrument
like our agtrolaUe, fbr observing the ullilude
of the sun and stars. The system ofastrono
my which they adopted, before that of Pto-

lemy came into reception, was, that thi earth
was the centre around which revolved tbe
moon, the sun, (of which Mercury and
Venus, were but satellites,) Mars, Jupiter,
Saturn, aud the sphere of the fixed stars.

That their mechanical skill was great we

know. The remains of temples, obelisks,

palaces, and catacombs, In Upper and Middle

Egypt, place ' this beyond controversy.
Everywhere we meet with abundant evidence

of their skill and genius. They dug an im-

mense lake for tbe purpose of irrigating tbe
country of Middle Egypt. Tbey had acque--

ducts and canals. Tbey erected templet
of an immense tire, aud excavated others
equally capacious cut of tbe solid mountains.

Stone templet of great tize they could move

from place to place, aud io their buildings
there were blocks of marble and stone so

large, that modern architects confess there
inability to rain litem to the places they
still occupy.

ra the sseful arts, Egypt probably excelled

any nation of antiquity. Indeed they at
tained a perfection that we could nut have
imagined aossible, considering their appli,

cauoet and the early period at which they
lived, did not tbe learned' aud patient re-

search of scientist travellers in collecting

the IrrcsUtlble testimony of their monuments
place the matter beyond question. Tbe

skill in fine liueo aud broidercd work ascrib
ed to them by the Prophet Ewkiel, (xxvu.)
modern discoveries have sbowato be deserv

ed. We find in their ruins, paintings re

presenting them ia all departments of the
social arts, carding, wearing.dyeing, printing
the colors witb blocks, sometimes Inter-weavi-

with other textures, thread of til- -

r j ,M ti i 1 -- u

and mineral dyes. Tbey were acquainted
witji the metallic oridfs. Tbey could hard-e- n

copper instruments so as to cut granite,
an art now lost .

They could reduce gold to
powder, one of the most difficult experiments
in chemiMtry. They could gild witb great
perfctiofl. Ulnss was extensively used, so
was porcelain. Specimens of both are to be
seen in the British Museum. They could

Imitate the atnethyist and other gems in
glass. In the temple of Jupiter Amnion,

there was an obelisk sixty feet high, of eme-

rald, according to Pliny; in reality of glass,
stained in Imitation of emerald. '

From facts like these made known to us,
not in the (bscure intimations of facts, but
revealed by their own monuments, now

yielding to modern research, treasures of
knowledge, which for thousands ofyears had
lie n buried in silence and forgetfulues, we

learn that Egypt was not only acquainted
with pure science and mechanics, but had
arrived at a high degree of refinement.
Many of the arts of social and re6ned life

that we think peculiar to ourselves, were not
only known to them, but sometimes cultivat-

ed with a skill that wo cannot surpass. .. .

.That great progress shonld be made in the
handicraft trades, both by Egypt and India,
is not surprising,, when we remember the
peculiar Institutions of these countries which
assigned, not merely particular employments
to tbe different castes, but made certain trades
and professions hereditary in particular fuuii- -
lies. .The whole attention and experience of
each one bad especial reference to that depart-

ment which was exclusively bis, and which
be was to transmit to his offspring. Im-

provement and skill must necessarily be the

result of this. In dyeing, in the production
of the needle and loom, as well as in the art
of working metals, tbey attained great per-

fection. But when we have mentioned this,

we bsve mentioned nearly all the good effects

that could flow from such a tystem. Tbe
division into castes might secure skill in

execution, but would damp enterprise, crush
the efforts of Individual genius, keep their
institutions permaneut, and hinder inter-

course with foreign nations. It would ever
be an obstacle to great national refinement,

and we may safely tay, that it was forever
impossible for any nation, ' when tbe blight-

ing influence of such an institution prevailed
to attain the position of a great, free, and
enlightened people. It was probably owing
to this, as much as any other cause, that
Egypt, early and advanced as her civiliza-

tion wag, exerted a much less permanent
influence on other nations than many smaller
countries. After tbe time of Sesostris, until
COO R. C, she had but little Intercourse with
foreign nations. ; Had she remained ia ex-

istence still, nninvaded by foreign conquer-

ors, and observing the same policy, she would

have mnde ss little advance, as in tbe same
time, has been made by India, China, or
Japan.

Such were the earliest centres of civiliza-

tion, India and Egypt. Ruch praise as we

bare given them, is their due. Barbarism
now covers most of their early enlighten-

ment. Their ancient glory is gone. It was

confined, and of necessity must have been

so. A new race more vigorous and enter-

prising ia which the noble elements of
humanity are more developed succeeds and
lakes tbe lead ia social and scientific refine-

ment. We regnrd them witb interest, with
veneration, for they were a peoplo, highly
gifted, refined and who felt tbe varied im-

pulses of life, acted aud were renowned when
the history of other great nations was lost

in the dim twilight of remote obscurity.
But if we regard them witb interest, It is not

without a certain feeling of awe. To us tbey
are cold and gloomy too exclusive and

in their arrangement for our sym-

pathy too fur removed from us in time, ia
dispositoo in habits of life for our affections.

We turn from them, without reluctance, to

contemplate another people, next to Egypt,
in tbe history of civilization, and superior to

her in Its extent a people with whose

geniut and munucr of life we can better
sympathise, and to whose scientific culture
we are most indebted. W.
